Franklin Pierce, fourteenth President of 
the United States, was bora in Hills- 
borough, N. H., November 23,1804. His 
tather, Benjamin Pierce, a native of Mas 

was one of the earflest settlers 
in the town of Hillsborough, and served 
as a soldier and officer throughout the 
Revolutionary war. He was,an influen- 
tiel Democratic politician, in 1887 and 
1829 wee clected Governcor of the 
State, and died in 1888, at the 
ege Of 81. Franklin Pierce recerved 
his early education at the scademiecs of 
Havecock and Francestown; andin 1890 
entered Bowdoin College, at Brunswick, 
Me. His ambition at this period was of 
a milftary cast, and he was @, zealous offi- 
cer in a college company of solders in 
which his tuture biog , Nathaniel 
Hawthorne, was a private. During one 
of his winter's vacations he taught a coun- 
try school. He graduated: in 1834, and

Im 1847 when the State of New 
Hampshire was called upon to furnmh 
troops for the Mexican war, he enrolled 
himself a member of one of the first volun- 
teer companies of Concord, but did not 
long remain in the ranks, for on the passage 
by Congress of the bill for the increase of 
the army he received the appointment of 
Colonel of the Ninth Regiment, and shortly 
after was commissioned Brigadier General 
of the army. On May 27 he embarked 
at Newport with his command, and 
after a passage of thirty days arrived at 
Vera Cruz. Three weeks later he 
led his men to join the main body 
of the army under General Scott 
at Puebla, which he reached August7th, 
with 
guerillas on the way. In the batile of Con- 
treras be was severely hurt by the falling 
of his horse, but continued during the day 
at the head of his brigade. In the battle 
of Churubusco, while leading his men 
against the enemy, he tell faintung from 
the pain of his injuries, bu! refused te quit 
the field.

On January 6, 1858, 
while making with his family a raifroad 
‘ourney from Andover to Lawrence, Mass., 
the cars were thrown off the track and 
darhed ag@Ast rocks, and his only child, 
Benjamin Pierce, a fine boy of thirteen, 
was instantly killed. In his inaugufal ad- 
p dress, March 4, 1253, President Pierce 
maintained that slavery is recognized by 
the Constitution, and that the Fugitive 
Slave Law is constitutional, and should 
be strictly executed. He deneunced in 
strong terms the agitation of the 
slavery question, which he thought 
Lhad been settled by the compromises 
of 1850, and hoped that “no sectional or 
ambitious or fanatical excitement, might 
again threaten the durability of our insti- 
tutions or obscure the light of our pros- 
perity.” Three days after his inauguration 
he appointed his Cabinet, as follows: Wiil- 
iam L. Marcy, Secretary of State; James 
Quthrie, Secretary of the Treasury; Jeffer- 
son Davis, Secretary of War, James C. 
Dobbin, Secretary of Navy; Robert 
McClelland, Secretary of the Interior. 
James Campbell of Pennsylvegia, Postapas- 
ter General; and Caleb Cushing, Attorney 
General. At an early period of his admin- 
istration President Pierce was called upon 
to deal with a serious question respecting 
the boundary between the United States 
and .Mexico, and Chihuahua, called the 
Mesilla Valley, being claimed by* both 
countries. The dispute was finally settled 
by negotiution, and resulted {n the acquisi- 
tion by the United States of the region 
now known as Arizona. 


In 1858, under the direction of the-War 
Department, various expeditions were or- 
ganized and sent out to explore the routes 
proposed for 4 railroad from the Missis- 
sippi to the Pacific, of which voluminous 
_ reports have since been published. In the 
|} same year a serious dispute with Great 
| Britain on the subject of the fisheries was 
| SanseeEy settled by mutual concession. 
| While these negotiations were going on, 
| much interest was excited both in the 
_ United States and Europe by the affair of 


| Martin Kossta. The first Congress which 
met during the administration of Premdent 
Pierce assembled in December, 1853. In 
the Slfowing January Mr. Douglas, then 
chairman of the Senate Committe on Ter- 
rrtories, introduced a bill for the organiza- 
| tion of two territories, to be called Kansas 
| and Nebraska, in the region west of Mis- 
|slesippi and north of the parallel 
| 86 deg. 30 min. By the Missouri Com- 
promise of 1820-21 slavery had been for- 
| mally and forever excluded fxom this 
| region. By the bill of Mr. Douglas, 
| which was warmly supported by the Ad- 
| ministration, the Missouri Compromise 
Act was repealed and slavery permitted to 
enter the Territories. In spite of the 
strenuous opposition of the anti-slavery 
members 


identon the last day of May” Great ex- 
citement and indignation was aroused in 
the free States by this measure. It was 
denounced asa flagrant breach of faith, 
and as tye violation of a compromise a; 


| sacred as the compromise of the OConstita- 


tion itself. 


Much dissatisfaction also was proJlaced 
in the free States by the famous Ostend 
Conference, at which Mr. Buchanan, 
United States Minister to Great Britain. 
Mr. Soule, Minister to Spain, and Mr. Ma- 
son, Minster to France, were present, and 
proposed to buy Cuba trom Spain for §120.- 
000,000, and in case of her refusal to eell 
the island, to take uf by foree. A treaty was 

| negotiated at Washington in 1854 between 
the United States and Great Britain, pro- 
viding for commercial reciprocity between 
this country and the British Provinces. 
The treaty with Japan negotiated by Com- 
modore Perry was ratified by the Senate 


at the same a i 

Two importgat bills wee vetoed by the 
President, one of which made appropria- 
tions for the completion and repair of 
certain public works, and the other appro- 
priated 10,000,000 acres of the public 
lands to the States for the relief of the in- 
digent insane. In the Spring o! 1854, prop- 
erty belonging to American citizens of 
Greytown, in Nicaragua, having been 
stolen and reparation refused by the au- 
thorities, the United States Trigate 
Cyane was sent there, and on 
July 18th the place was bombarded and 
the most of it burned. In the following 
year occurred the filibuster invasion of 
Nvearagua by Generel William Walker, 
whose success in the sutuma of 1856 ap- 
peared to establish his power, and conse- 
quently a minister sent by him to Wasb- 
ington was recognized by the Pres 
ident and diplom’tic intercourse op2ned. 
In February, 1855, a dill that 
had passed Congress for the pay- 
ment of the French  spoliation 
claims was vetoed by the President, who 
im the tollowing month also veteed a bill 
increasing the annual appropriation for 
the Collins line of steamers. The other 

measures of the same sés- 
‘sion, whieh received his signature, were 
the bills to reorganize the diplomatic and 
consular system of the United States; to 
orgapize the Court of Claims; to provide 
a retired list for the navy; and to confer 
the title of Lieutenant-General on Winflled 
Beott. 

At the close of 18%4, and during the 
winter and spring of 1855, circumstances 
occurred which for a time seriously dis- 
turbed the harmony between the Govern- 
ments of the United States and Great 
Britain. Enlistmehts of recruits for the 
British army im the Crimea were 
made secretly in this country un- 
der the sanction of Mr. Crampton, 
the British Minister at Washington, 
whose recall was therefore demanded 
by the President. This was, fetused, and 
the President at length dismissed, not only 
the Minister, but the British consuls at 
New York, Philadelphia and Cincinnati, 
because of thefr complicity in the violation 
of the neutrality laws. The matter was 
finally settled, and alter a vacancy of a few 
months a new British legation was sent to 


Washington.
